On the FBI’s wsokahoets, you call it an inventory, I have filed an FOIA request for 
then and for any other relevant record, such as an inventory. If 1 get it will all be 
aval-able, it will also include claimed exemptions for each withholding, including by 
obli^ter&ticn.
